ThoManHs 
are crediUMi with taking advantage of this 
peculiarity of tmibor, .au'.l insert their piles 
acc'irdingly; audit was proved Iwug after Chat 
Moss, over wliich the .Mauclie-iter and LiVur|u>ol 
Itail'.vay nins, was pilef! ; t’ lr a lew piles winch 
had been aeoidentally suuk tberevei-su way wove 
still sound, when all the rest woru decayed. 
Apply the pructico to bridge piling) mul the 
saving wouhl be very great. As ihe ciUUl'aci.ors 
for such works as briilgo biii*kding arc irequcuily 
unable to Ascertain (espcoialiy iu the case of 
short piles), which is the actual run of the 
growth of a tree, fellers of timber ought to be 
ro.piired to mark the tree with a broad arrow, 
jiointing towards what was the top cl the tree, 
anil the operators could then sink as thu airuw 
pmnts. A similar mark wmiM be useful in 
onliiiary fencing, which, in the best of *New Zea- 
land woo U, tlucays with rapidity.

“An EngliaUman” wriboa thus to tho Lon- 
don Daily Ttleyraph frum Paris : — L^xporience 
has warned mo that authoritative e.xprc^siuus 
of opinion cturuiating from the pri^tagoiiista iu a 
grert political crisis raroly tliid their way into 
foreign newspapers. It is with tbe purpose of 
enabling your readers to forin their own judg- 
ment upon tho views now expressed by the Kin- 
peror Napoleon that I venture to repeat the 
words which bo employed while speaking to 
a friend and to myself during an interview wi^b 
which he honoured us at tiio Tuilenes. I must 
begin by ratnancing that I Ijavo known the 
Emperor for mmy years, and have seldom seen 
him looking batter. When last I spoke with 
him, five months ago, he looked careworn and 
haggard, with a complesiuu moro than usually 
sallow and asli-colourcLl. Yestoriiay his face 
looked fuller, his eyo bright, Ids clmek healthy- 
I wish ill addition to premiao, th.Lt, after be had 
spoken, I eiujuired wiiether u'o MTere .at liberty 
to repeat liis woitls a haate voix. Ho answered, 
*' I wish nothing better that I sb-mld be 

x'cpresentod to tho people (jf England as holding 
these views.” The Emperor, after speaking 
with his usual quiet kindliness upon soma 
private matters, liuned suddonly to the politicrd 
situation of Franco and of Europe. IJa said

This is the most national 
war that iu my tims France has undertaken, 
and I have no choLce hut to aivauco at the head 
of a public opiuion which T c.\.i ueiiher stem uoi 
cheett. iu addition, :\1. do liism irck, although 
a very clever in ui, wants too much, aiid wan,s 
it too quick. Atter tho victory of FrussiA in 
, I8ud, i remiodc.l him tine but for the friendly 
I aud sci£-i.lea/i*ig neutralicy of Francs lie could 
j never have acUicv'od such marvois. I pointeU 
out tu hi.ii Ciiat L hv.l never moved a French 
Soldier near to tlic Kuinc frontier iluring the 
coiicimuvnce ol the Ij-erium war. 1 quoted to 
him iroin his osvn lotcur, in wiiich he thanked 
I uie for uiy abetinencu, and said that he liad left 
neither a i’ra.ssian guii nor a Frussian soldier 
upon the ilmue, oat luul thrown Frussia’s whole 
and uudivilaU surou^tii ugii.oat Austria aud her 
allies. 1 Coll hull that, .w boiuo .slight rolnrn 
lor iuy irLcudly.' inactivity, I thought that he 
uitgliE sarreu.Ur La.-ic.nbourg, and one or two 
otner liitiofi'ofiUcr tcwiio wiiicti gravely menace 
our froiuker, Itj hVaujii. i adJe.l that in this
